One result of the coal strike is to make muck more clear 
the nature of the changes in the Federal labor laws which may 
he expected when Congress is reorganized next month under 
Republican majorities. 
In its sigh of relief at the sudden end of the strike 
public is not likely to lose sight of certain fundamentals. 
One is the fact that at long last the superior rights of the 
whole people, aa contrasted with those of organized factions, 
have been recognized and upheld. 
Another is that the government's attack which "broke” the 
coal strike could have been used to break any of the long series 
of preceding strikes of the Truman regime. The defect in the 
situation has not been lack of authority and law on the part of 
the Federal government, but of backbone and vision to use 
these remedies when needed. 
Still another is that the value of the injunction approach to 
such matters, long rn target of criticism b y various labor leaders, 
once again has been vindicated. An injunction to stop an illegal 
and unjustified strike, or other lawless union acts, is the one 
legal and orderly approach which promises hope of avoiding 
violence. 
And yet another is realization that the calling of any strike 
on a nationwide basis, particularly those which involve the 
necessities of life, is a drastic step almost impossible of justifica­ 
tion. 
I he plain fact is that any such step delivers a potentially 
crippling blow at the whole nation, and is therefore much 
nearer to revolution or anarchy than to orderly, proper use of 
labor's rights. 
As to the broad principles involved, while the injunction 
which stopped the strike was based upon specific statutory pro­ 
visions. it is quite likely that it could have been based just as 
well upon the general statementa of the C onstitution and the 
implied rights and authority of the whole people. 
I he Mated purpose of the C onstitution, in setting up the 
various forms and branches of our government, includes as its 
objectives to "establish Justice, insure Domestic Tranquility, 
provide for the common defense, promote the General Wel­ 
fare," etc. 
Statutes which, in the main. merely re state and amplify 
such clauses, may be helpful; but in their absence it is hardly 
illogical to say that the courts could read into the C onstitution 
authority for the government to deal adequately with acts 
running counter to the fundamental purposes of the document
